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1. Applicant's Amendment filed on May 5, 2003 presents claims having new issues 
not previously considered. 

2. Currently, claim 20 is dependent on claim 9 and claim 20 appears to be drawn to 
a system whereas claim 9 is drawn to a method. For purposes of examination, claim 20 
has been grouped along with claims 10-19 drawn to a system. 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-7, drawn to apparatus, classified in class 324, subclass 126. 

II. Claims 8 and 9, drawn to method, classified in class 324, subclass 126. 

III. Claims 10-20, drawn to system, classified in class 324, subclass 772. 

4. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I and III in a first set and II in a second set are related as product and 
process of use. The inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the 
following can be shown: (1) the process for using the product as claimed can be 
practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can be 
used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the 
instant case the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with a 
plurality of products as disclosed. 

Inventions I and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
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not require the particulars of the subcximbination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the combination can be used in a 
system other than one having a triphase motor. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as by itself for its intended purpose or in a different combination. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
